Applicant's arguments filed 01 December 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comment{s) in 
this section and Final Action mailed on 26 September 2005). 

Regarding applicant's argument on pg. 5, 2nd paragraph "...Sheha et al. reference is effectively overcome...", the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Applicant has submitted an affidavit or other evidence (i.e.. supplemental declaration) but failed to show good and sufficient 
reasons why the affidavit or other evidence is necessary AND was not presented earlier (see 37 CFR 1.116 (e)). Also, the supplemental 
declaration addresses more than the correcting of defiencies or inaccuracies (see 37 CFR 1.67).
